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Food bank use climbs in Fort Erie

Poverty can be eradicated 
but the community must take a 
proactive approach. 

This comment was made by 
Rhonda Barron, a health pro¬ 
moter at Bridges Community 
Health Centre, in response to 
the annual Food Banks Canada 
Hunger Count 2013 report 
Barron also added there's more 
workrequired to assist Fort Erie 
residents. 

In its release last week the 
Hunger Report stated, on aver¬ 
age, 833,000 Canadians 
accessed food banks monthly 
in 2013, adecreasefiom872,379 
in 2012. 

Although the report shows a 


decrease in food bank usage, 
Barron said those numbers are 
still much higher than they 
were prior to the recession. 

"We’re supposed to be expe¬ 
riencing an economic recovery, 
but those numbers doritreflect 

Barron said the Hunger 
Report is an important tool, 
providing recommendations 
for individuals in helping to 
reduce their reliance on food 
banks. Recommendations 
include investing in education, 
skill training, increasing access 
to affordable housing and 
updating social assistance. 

A Niagara Prosperity 
Initiative-fimded Road to 
Empowerment program is one 
way that change is being made, 


Barron says. The program 
began this M and teaches peo¬ 
ple to become self-advocates 
and how to speak up for them- 

“To affect meaningful 
change, it can’t just be service 
providers that are involved. It’s 
the people with lived experi¬ 
ence that need to be at the 
forefront of this movement,” 
Barron said. 

With the implementation of 
this program now underway, 
Barron said that an advocacy 
group is being created to allow 
people living in poverty a 
chance to share their stories 
with the community. Anyone 
who is interested in joining this 
advocacy group can meet at 
the Fort Erie Salvation Army on 


Monday, Nov. 18 at 330 pm. 

Community and family ser¬ 
vices manager Elliott Innes 
noted he’s seen a “significant 
increase” in the number of 
peoplewhoaccessthe Salvation 
Army's services. 

Innes noted the Fort Erie 
Salvation Army serves more 
than 1,500 individuals each 
month, and the mobile out¬ 
reach program serves 100 to 
150 meals each week. 

“The biggest change I’m see¬ 
ing over and over again are 
families that used to buy a bag 
of groceries and donate them 
are now accessing the food 
bank for the first time,"Innes 
said. 

Mandy Crosby, of 
CommunityOutreach Program 


Erie said her organization 
serves on average 550 to 650 
people per month 
“Last month it was slightly 


About833,098Canadians 
needed help from a food 
bank in March. That num¬ 
ber has decreased since 
2012, but it’s 23% higher 
than it was in 2008.

QMI Agency Niagara 
Niagara Regional Police 
have revealed the first pub¬ 


lic glimpse of what their 
new Niagara Falls digs will 
look like. 

The police service unveiled 
concept art of their new 
headquarters and 2 District 
building recently to regional 
council's corporate services 
committee. 

The public will get a 
glimpse at a public meeting 
coming this month of the 
Niagara Falls side of the 
$83-million project. 

"I hope the public sees 
that it's a welcome building 
— it’s being built for the 


public —but it’s not a gran¬ 
diose building, either," said 
NRP Insp. Richard Frayne, 
who is heavily involved with 
the project. 

"It's going to be a very, 
very functional building. 
That's what we're hoping to 
convey." 

The glimpse of the head¬ 
quarters comes as police 
plan a ground-breaking cer¬ 
emony for the new build¬ 
ing. 

Police and elected offi¬ 
cials will gather for the Nov. 
18 ceremony at the new 


building's 5698 Valley Way 
address at 2 p.m. 

An open house will follow 
at 6:30 p.m. at the Niagara 
Falls library on Victoria Ave, 
running until 9 p.m., Frayne 

The concept photos 
depicts a long, solid grey 
structure at Valley Way and 
Portage Rd., with a broad 
glass facade and a bold NRP 
coat of arms greeting visi- 

Frayne said the building 
—listed at 19,280 square 
metres in the report to the 


Regional committee— will 
provide more functionality 
for the police force. 

He said the current head¬ 
quarters at 110 James St. is a 
high-rise and less function¬ 
al as a police building, in 
part because it lacks cells. 

"Currently our headquar¬ 
ters is kind of spread out 
across a number of facili¬ 
ties," he said. 

Niagara Regional Police 
Services Board chairman 
Henry D'Angela said the 
police service loses efficien¬ 
cy right now with its head¬ 


quarters in a separate build¬ 
ing from the St. Catharines 
deatchment at 68 Church 
St 

"We' re hoping that it 
meets the (construction) 
timetables that are set out 
in the schedule," he said. 

Frayne figured police 
could begin moving into 
their new digs by fall 2015.

Key to success is family 


Entrepenuer of 
the Year uses 
his 

achievements to 
help others

Walter Deveau knows a thing 
or two about running a business 
and the straggle to be success¬ 
ful. 

He has owned and operated 
Tech Services Niagara, on 
Helena St. since 2011. Prior to 
creating his digital business, 
Deveau created Shop Niagara, 
which provides employment for 
adults with developmental dis¬ 
abilities. 

Deveau is also the fundrais¬ 
ing director for Therapy and 
Alternatives for Special Children 
and Adults and uses the money 
raised from Shop Niagara to 
support TASC. 

The Fort Erie businessman 
was recently named 
Entrepreneur of the Year by the 
Greater Fort Erie Chamber of 
Commerce at the Business 


Excellence Awards. 

The Fort Erie Times sat down 
with Deveau to talk to him about 
his career. 

Question: How does it feel to be 
named Entrepreneur of the 
Year? 

Answer: I’ve been nominated 
before. It’s like anything else 
you go through in a day, you 
work on your projects and you 
hope they make a difference. 

Q: How did you become 
involved in the business world? 
A: I started in 1995 when I 
opened Sliders (a restaurant). 
From start to finish it took 60 
days. I developed a business 
plan, got my loans and opened 
up at die Crescent Park Plaza. It 
took 30 seconds for it to bum 
down in 1998 so I went back 
and did it all over again. We 
reopened in a different loca¬ 
tion, this time we reopened on 
Jarvis St. 

Q: Why didn’t you continue to 
operate your business on Jarvis 
St.? 

A: It ran for about a month and 
a half but it just wasn’t finan¬ 
cially viable. 


Q: It must have been difficult to 
restart your business after the 
building you operated out of 
was burnt down. How do you 
manage failures when they 
come your way? 

A: There’s always something 
that gets you down, but it’s 
momentary. There is more to 
life than working. 

Q: What otherjobsdidyouhave 
in your lifetime? 

A: I had a job working for the 
March of Dimes as a PSW. Later, 
I launched an advertising pro¬ 
gram called Shop Niagara. I was 
involved with TASC Niagara 
(Therapy and Alternatives for 
Special Children and Adults) 
and it was running out of fund¬ 
ing. I started Shop Niagara and 
used the money to fund TASC. 

Q: What do you enjoy about 
TASC? 

A. We went from helping six 
people when we started and not 
have 68 people and more are 
coming from all over Niagara. 
We’ve been able to help people 
with all types of disabilities.
